cent or more in deaths from 
tuberculosis in many coun- 
tries during 1952 to 1957. Tho 
results mean that tuberculosis 
need no longer be regarded as 
a “Killer” disease. 

Another factor for the fall jn 
the death-rate, has been Inten= 
sive TS case-finding and 
vaccination campaigns in recent 
years, og a result of which 
fewer people have contracted 
the disease, the WHO said.

A Month To 
Give Accused Nan “A Free Hand”

Earlier, Mr Desmond 
Mayne, Crown Counsel, 
told the Court that Mr 
Cochrane was a police 
officer with a distin- 
guished career, ‘and I 
have had the pleasure 
and honour of being as- 
sociated with him in a 
number of important 
eases in the Colony.” 

Mr Mayne added that 
if anyone wanted to 
bribe any Police officer, 
the worst person he 
could approach would be 
Mr Cochrane. 

Mr Cochrane assumed his 
duty as Divisional Super- 
intendent of Kowloon City 
on August 29, last year. 

On October 16, Mr Stad 
Lin approached Mr Coch- 
rane at his office and told 
him that first accused was
